ſce their willingnefſe to come to our afliſtance : but one part of ir

to come into this iſiltance, The Houſes cEnfeE MF the neceſſity 
of their comming in, and of ſpeedy fupplyes of Money to that 
purpoſe, they did{end a Committee, a ad dig defire thataCom- 
mon- Coun ell might becalied, which was done upon Munrday 
laſt, and they did thitherſend a Commizree, with detire that the 
Common-Councell would take that intv conhideration, that is, 
the recellity of their comming, and ſpeedy {upplics to bee raiſed . 
And tor the effeing of this, not having any other n:cans ſo:eare 
at hand as that, they did dehtire that the Common-Counce]! 


would appoint a Committee out of themſelves to conſider of this + 


bufinefſe with the Committee &f the Honſe of Commons : Theſe 
they met, and have been tog, ther theſe twadayes cunhidering of 
it, thatis, Fedneſdsy and T burſday, and they did intend, and dce 
{ti]], to ſend to divers of thoſe that ate able and rich of this City, 
to the intent that they might (ce; what they would Ind to this bu- 
lineſſe; and co tender to them ſuch ſecurity, as they conceive to be 
very convenient and fitting for thoſe that are willing to lend Mo- 
ney : butwhen they had entred upon the bufinefſe, and confide- 
ring the ſpeed, andthe Dece AE that theſupply ſhould be expedi- 
ted, they thought that would be roo longa way , yet relulved to 
proſecute it kill, but withall they did delire, that my Lord Major 
would be pleaſed to call a Coure-of Aldermen this morning, 
(which hee did) and likewiſe a Common-Hall,to the' intent that 
the necellity of the railing of this money ſpecdily might” be decla- 
red to you, becauſe the other wou!ld bea longer way; which 
thuugh it be intended (till co be proſecuted; yet when you are all 
heretogether, we way the better know your affeQions to this bu- 
tinefle, and thatthe Money may be [peedily raiſed, though not the 
whole, yet it will be ſomewhat to the butineſle, it ſome conlidera- 
ble ſumme might ſpeedily be ſent away. | 

| conceive there is no need to acquaint you with the benefits 
that will redound to this kingdome, andthe advantages wee ſhall 
have by a nearer affociation with them, and by their comming in, 


to this purpoſe for our aſſiſtance; the benefits certainly when wee 


confider of them, are many. As firſt, 
"This great cauſe which is now in agitation, thatby this means 
will be much ſecur'd;ic will bee affur'd to us,thatthe event,and'the 


ſuccelle of it (by God blefling) will bee made a great deale 'the 
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certainer:n*£ney do not come In, then we are to confider how we 
{tand, Certainly, the Parties they are very <quall in this bulineſſe, 
and where the Parties are equa]l, the ſuccee muſt needs bee dan- 
gero's, and very uncertain. Now we all of us ſee, that all ranks 
and degrees of men, even from the highelt Lords, to the meanelt 
Commoners, they are engaged cn both ſides; and if the advan- 
tage be of either (ide, it igin the other, becaule that the greater 
part of the Nobility and Gentry we know they are the other way. 
Likewiſe if we confider the Cities and Townes of this kingdom, 
that there is Newesſt/e, that there is To: &ſbire, that there is Shrerſ< 
bury, that there is Briftoll, that there is Cheſter, and that there i» 
Exeter, and divers others Cities and great Townes in their cutto- 
dy. 
"if we goethroughall the Counties of the Kingdome , wxe ſee 

there the greatelt parts of the Northerne parts pollets'd wholly 

by the Earle of Newcaſtle, Nurthumberland, Cumberland, Weftmer» 
land, T ork-fpire, and ſome other parts. - So in the Welt, goe to 
other Counties,there is a mixture in al! of them , rhat we cannot 

ſay there is any part of the Kingdome free; fo that the mixcure 
ſeemes to be of che people likewiſe; if not the greater party the 0+ 
ther way. 

If weconfider likewiſe the events and ſacceſſes; as-we on the one 
fide have taken Portſmouth, Chickefter, and ſome other places , fo 
they on the other fide have taken Exeter, and Briſtol, and other 
places. If weconfider the events of the Skirmiſhes, Fights, and 
Batcailes that have been, we cannot ſay, that on any fide hath 
been any compleat Vittory; that at Ezgehill , it pleaſed God to 
give usa deliverance, we finde it was no compleat ViRtory , by 
thoſe things that followed; ſo this at Newbery lately no com- 
pleat vitory, for had it been ſo, the Warre had been at an end, 1o 
that which way ſoever we looke, nnleiſe wee call chem in to ouc 
ailutance,certainly the Parties on both tides, are very equally en- 
gaged; and certainly when two men of equall ſtrength doe wre- 
tle, itis aneven lay which of chem will givethefal}, as long as 
the ballances ſtand © even, it is yery uncertain-which way they 
will weigh down. 

Weare toconſider, (that in reſpeR& that the danger is ſuch, and 
theevent of the Warre {0 uncertaine, withous their comming in ) 
. | what 
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what the cauſe ls that 1s loſt, in cafethe day ſhauld te thelrs z ceen 
cainly conſidering that thePapilts in Irelazdare wholly engaged, 
that the Papiſts in England are wholly engaged, that the Prelates 
2nd their Party are wholly engaged, that there are divers that are 
Neuters, and ill-diſpoſed men, that they likewiſe encline that way 1 
Conſidering that that Party is ated by Jeſuiticall Counſells, for 
certainly they are behinde the Curtaine, though they arenot ſo - 
vitible tous: I fay, whenthis is conſidered, - who are the Partics 
that ſhall get this day,it is very calle to prognoſticate what the loſſe 
will be, no lefle chen of Religion, and of our Lawes, and of our 
Liberties: In a word, it that that Party doe prevaile, 1am affraid 
we have loſtall; and therefore thofe other things, they will not 
be ſo confiderable which I (hall tell you of, + Wee know the great 
Loanes and Contributions that have been made by the Worthy 
Citizens of this City, and by divers other well-affe&ted perfons 
throughoutthe Kingdome, tie Money, the Plate,'the Horfes,and 
other things forchis Warre tao, they will bee Joſt: but not one! 
ſo, but certainly, that thele have been lent co -the-Parliztnent for 
the maintaining ot the Warre, againſt that Party, this will bee 
good reaſon why they (hould taRt all away. The publike Faith 
likewiſe of both Houſes of Parliament, and ſo the whole Kin 
dome, certaigly that muſt be violated, and if that ſhouldbee fo, if 
that we ſhould be ove: barn in this cauſe, it will ealily be foreſeene, 
whether any future Parliament will be enabled to ttand up for the 
defenee of Religion, and the Libertics of the People, Wee may 
adde to this the Charters and the Franchiſes of this great City,it 
will be ealily foreſeen, what will be che event of thar,whether they 
wil be continued to you,yea or no,con{idering whar afte&ion you 
have born co this cauſe, Certainly in former times, the Charters 
and the priviledges of this Cicy,they have been confirmed by Pat- 
liaments,as doth appear in King Jobns cime,in Henry the thicd, Ri- 
cb ard ſecond, & always after the ending of thoſe great Wars,whei-= 
in no doubt, the City (as hath beew ſecn in that)did engage them- 
ſelves, as now, in the Parliaments cauſe ; therefore for their fecu- 
rity, their Charters were alwaycs confirmed; which wee need not 
doubt will bedone in this cauſe ; bur in cafe the event ſhould bee 
otherwiſe, what the lofſe will be in that way, you may calily ſee;fo 
that all is at Rake, and if we bring not them in to oor alliftance,

for ought I know,we are a faire to loſethe gawe, as winne it;and 
if any mans eſtate here, ſtood upon the like caſuaky, I believe hee 
would give ſome conſiderable fumme to enfure it, in the office of 
Policies z Thus we ſtandiin cafe they are not cal'edin , che loſle 
fo great, that isthelofſe of all, the event fo uncertaine. 

In caſe they be called in, we areto conſider then what ajterati- 
on this is liketo makez we are therefore to conlides how it comes 
about that the Party comes to be lo £quall, that ſo many ſhould en- 
gage thewſelves on the other Party, as we ſcethey doe, certainly 
a great many of them doe it, being uncertaine in their judgements 
to which (ide to cleave. Another Party they doe it, becauſe 
that they our of feare defire to keep their Eftates, and ſtand Neu- 
ters. Forthe firſt of thoſe, certainly both at home and abroad, 
thoſe that are averſe,they lookeupon us as a Proteſtant Kingdom, 
but divided among our ſelves ; they heare Proteſtations on both 
fides, that both Parties doe proteſt to maintainethe Proteſtant 
Religion, the Laws of the Kingdome, and the Liberty of the Seb- 
je; and they {ee and read the Declarations that goe out on both _ 
kides, and the matter of fa being that that makes the cauſe, they * 
know not what to believe of that ; for when they read the lcve- 
rall Declarations,they ſee that affirmed by one party , that is de» 
nyed of the other, ſothat indeed they know not which way to 
bend themſelves te beleeve, (of the matter of fatt, 1 meane: ) Bur 
now a great many aſterthe cafe hath been fiated.as it hath been cn 
both ſides b] theſe Neclarations,when they ſhall fee that this King» 
dome of Scetlaxd, to which Declarations have been ſent by. both 
Parties, (tor ſo they have , the King hath fert on his fidegand the 
Parliament hath ſent on their {ide alſo) when they ſhall ſee the 
Kingdcme of Scotland hath ſent a Committee into this Kingdom, 
to informe themſelves of the bulinefle how it ſtood, ro the intent 
they mightknow how to carry themſelves between both: Parties; 
I fay,when afterall this, they ſball ſee a whole Proteitant King- 
dom, as one Man, a Proteſtant Kingdome that hath had differen- 
ces heretofore, and thoſe differences have beene fetled , when 
they have beene in the ſame diftrations as wee have, and 
ſo ſetled, as that it hath beene with a cleare Declarati- 
on of their innocencies, that they had juſt cauſe to doe., what 
they had done, and went away as they did, with that full fatista- 
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Aion they have given to the world: Ifay, when they ſhall ſee flich 
men, as have for ſo long a time ſtood by as a third Party, and Sp«. 
Rators onely, and lookers on ; when they {hall ſee a Kingdome, 
thatis altogether unbyaſs'd, that hath the ſame King, lives in the 
ſame Iſland, that hath the ſame Religion: Iſay, when they ſhall 
behold a whole Kingdome to declare for the one Party, thar is, 
for our Party ; when they ſhall ſee them nat onely doe (o, but en- 
terinto a League and Covenant, and that by oath withus , for 
the maintaining of this Religion : when they fall ſee them en- 
gaging their whole Kingdome as one man, in a War for the main- 
taining ofthis cauſe: I ſay, certainly thatmutt bee a convincing, 
filencing argument to all theſe men,that this is the Party that doth 
maintain really, and in truth, the trae Proteſtanc Religion, - the 
Laws of the Realme, and the Liberties of the Subje&: That is fo 
the firſt. ; 
The ſecond is, thereisanother Party, that are well enough fa- 
tirfied in their judgements, bur our of feare of their eſtates, and 
other liniſter, by and baſe ends, (tor ſo they may be called, for as 
this Covenant callsit a dereftable Neutralicy, {0 may wee) [ ay, 
when theſe Parties ſhall ſee ſuch an addition of ftrength to the 
one (ide, their owne principles of feare will reach them to goe' ro 
that that is the ſtronger ſide. Bur admitting that men ſtead in 
theirjudgments, and in Neutrality,as they now doe,and that their 
comming in did not altef one man ; yet weare to conlider what 
the ſtrength is that they doe bring in with them, 'and what that is 
like to doe, admitting the parties to bee as equally engaged,as now 
they be; and that is by their owne Propotitions, that when they 
come in, they intend to come in with 158000 Foot, with 10co 
Dragoneers, and 2000 Horſe, with 21000 Horleand Foot, with 
a Traineot Artillery proportionable and ſuitableto fuch an Ar- 
my: Certainly, by the bleſſing of God, fuch a force to bee added 
to the one Party, that is now even, it cannot butin all likelihood 
cary down the ſcales;and alter the whole frame,and the ſtate of the 
a fer Why? certainly two againſt one in all bufineſſes,that 
makes oddes. | If we have the addition of that whole Kingdome 
to this Party that is even with the other, or neare ſo, - now wee 
may ealily judge of the event. This is the firſt benefit I (hall pra- 
PO to you, wee are liketo reap by their comming in, that 
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js, the aſſuring of this great cauſe, that ſo much concernes 


us, 
The ſecond is this, which I ſtall proponnd to your, that is, that 


it will bee for our profit, that it will eaſe the Warre, that it will 
make the charge, and the burthen of it to bee 1ffe, This doth 
ariſe partly out of what bath been ſaid, that their comming in, it 
will ſhorten the Warre, for as long as the parties are equall, it muſt 
needes lengthen and protraft the Warre; when two ſcales are al- 
molt equally ballanced, wee know for a great while it falls on the 
right hand, and on the left hand, ard it is a great while before 
they ſtand Kill; ſo that if the War bee protrafited and lengthened, 
that will bee ſpent in time, and 2 great deal more, then a good 
round ſumme will bein making a ſugcen concluionofir ; I think 
every Leſſee, hee had rather pay a good round Fine, than for ma- 
ny yeers together,to it upon a great Rept; this may bee cur con- 
dition, if wee doe not bring them in, befides the lofſe of all at 
laſt ; But the benefit will appear, bythe ſhottning of the Warre, 
1a this further : | | 

By thoſc miſeries, and that poverty, and that calamity, which 
a long Warre muſt of ncceſlity bring with it; The wealth of this 
Kingdome (I ſuppoſe).it ariſes out of the ſoyle, and the ground 
of the Kingdom, and it ariſes out of the Manufa®tvres, and our 
of the Trade of the Kingdom; T hee again do conſiſt principally 
in Rents andin Debts; certainly Debtors by having their eſtates 
plundered, and wholly taken away from them, and the lives from 
many, debts will ceaſe, there will bce no debts to bee paid z the 
ſame will beelikewiſe of Rents, when the Cattle ſhall bee killed 
np, and the Tenants plundered of all they have, there will bee no 
Rents paid: How will it bee like, it the Warres continue, that 
the Trade will bee continued? for the materialls of Tradeby a 
long Warre,Wwi!l bee w holly deſtroyed, and taken from us, The 
Sheep of the Kingdom that bring our Woall, and the Horſes,and 
the Cattle, that bring our Leather ard our Tallow :; theſe three, 
the Wooll, Leathey, and Tallow, and divers other things, wee 
know how many hundred Trades, even from the greatelt Mer- 
chant, to the loweſt Handicrattſ-man, how many they imploy, 
theſe, they will bee deſtroyed , not onely by the conſumption, 
which the Souldier makes, that is waſtefull, but cyen the policy

of Warre will require of the Enemy,(as weefee of late about Go 
cefter, in the Vale of Eſum, thepolicy of War will cauſe, jay, 
one party ) to kill and deſtroy all Cattle, when rhe nieceffiry af 
Warre requires jt,to ſtarve out the Enemy , Behides the daily lofſe 
of Towns and Cities, what a Joſſe.will that beeto Trading, ard 
in particular to this City ? I beleeve it is a ſenſible thing to many 


of you, thetaxing of Ex:#tcr, the taking of Briſts', and the Trade 


of Newcaſtle ſtopped, and ſome other Cities, what a great lofle, 
even in point of debr, it hath been to many worthy Citizens, ot 
this City ; Belides, a long Warrce it will confume, the very ma=- 


terialls of lite, of food and rayment,wee ſhalſneither have meat, 


drink, norcloathing, it the War cominne, conſidering the bur» 
pings and devaltations that goe along withir,ſo that for my own 
part, I thiok it is a very clear cafe, that wee had better bay our 
with a round ſumme, a ſhort War, then'to have a long War con- 
tinued, thouzh it bee without any charye atall ; If all our horſe 
and foot, and trayn of Artillery, and Garriſons, were all paid 
to-our hand, wee had better buy a ſhort Peace, by bringing them 
in, thanto have a long War without charge, becauſe of that ine- 
vitable poverty, that a long War muſt needs bring to'a Kingdom; 
this firlt thing that I have offcred, is in point of time, 'the ſhorten» 


ing of Warre, the Benefit and Profit that it will bee to the King- 
dome. 


Secondly, Wee.all know this Warre hath contrafted a great 


debt upon the Kingdom, and it will contra& farre more ; In caſe 
this {ha{{ bee hereafter to bee paid in ſheere Money and Coyn,I am 
atraid the Kingdom is not abletopay it at once, (1 belceve that 
all men know) Suppoſe this then thall bee appointed to bee paid 
ati'ecyata yeers and times, what will bee the event of that? I am 


afraid the deftraGtion of the Kingdom, for then the caſe will bee * 


chus, the'greateſt part of the Lords and Gentry are ingaged inthe 
other way, and here lies a great debt annually to bee paid by the 
Kingdorv, and certainly this will difaffe& peopleto all other Par- 
liaments, when they ſhall yeerly bee under the payments of ſuch 
moneys, that the Parliament hath contrafted upon them; And 
then conſidering who it is will operate upon the other party ; for 
there is another party that will not bee eafily reconciled to the 


party that hath been on the other fide, and fo this other party' 
yew 
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arikingin the other way, what this is like to produce, is very 


dangerous to mee z whereas an the other (ide, as long as the Pats 


tics areequally engaged, as wee are, without their comming,l am 
afraid there will not bee that force an the one fide, as to make the 
other (ide, { that is, the Papiſts, and the Prelates, and the other 
Malignants) out of theireſtates to pay theſe debts, which theic 
coming in, in all likelihood will make us doe ; which if theſe 


debts bee paid out of their efates and Lands, I know no incon- 


venience will come tothe Kingdomby it, for hereis the caſe,they 
that have ic now in theic hands, to imploy ic for the deſitrution 
of the Kingdom, it will bee onely pucring it in their hands, that 
ſhew their good affeftions to the Kingdom ; fo that way TI con- 
ccive thedebrof the Kingdom, will bee no loſle at all co the Kings 
dom, | 
T he third benefit is, that even the preſent War ic will beemade 
lefſe chargeableto us, and thatin this; T hey not being come in, 


. wee have not Newcaſtle, there is Nattingbambire, T orkeſþire, that 


great Country, A great part of Lincolnſbire,the Biſhoprick of Dur- 
ham, Northurabaland, Cumberland, Weſftmer/axd, the greateit part 
of the Welt, thericheit part, I know,im this Kingdom,except this 
City ; Ifay,in cate they come not in, they are a}l under contri« 
bution, to the other ude; their comming in gaines Neweafle, it 
gainesas much, as the money to bring them in will colt us, the 
very gaining of that Town: and lixewile when they come in, it 
brings all choſe Countries under contribution; fo that the y 
concribucion that thoſe Northern Countries will yeeld, ic will 
not only pay che Scotch Army, but is likely ( asit is beleeved) 
it will.make anaddition for our other Forces, : that wee ſhall have 
to ipare for other Forces, by that which-their comming in will 
gain of thecontributions of thoſe Connties; fo that I have now 
done with thoſe Benehts, that will come to you in point of Pro- 
fit, and likewile the affurifig of this greae Cauſe. 

The third is this, that whenſoever wee doe come to a peace, 
when Gods time is come that wee ſhall have one, yer their com- 
ming in, in all probability,itwill cauſe us to have a bettera ſurer, 
and a better grounded peace, then it they doe not come in; And 
likewiſe, what peace ſoever wee have, that it will bee perpetuated, 
and bee the ſecurer for us, and our poſterity to reap the benefit 
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of it: Firſt, that their comming in wiil make onr Peace, in alt 


probability the better ; I befeech you,wichout their comming in, - 


what is itlike to bee? The parties are equall, the partie that js 
againſt us, they contilt of Papii's,and P.elaces, &c. it wee cemetg 
compound this bulinge,what is it lixe to bee? but thatouur con:- 
poſition will bee indeed the deſtruttion of the Proteſtant Religion, 
and of our: Liberties; Tamatraidit is very like to bee the ending 
of that controverſie between the two women for the Childe, who 
{hould bee the Mother of. ir, that is, that the Childe ſhould bee 
divided ; Wee know that our divifion muſt have cauſed death, F 
am afraid wee (hall then come to bce halt Proteſtants, and half 
Papilts, and this neatralicy of both, IT am afraid it will bee the 
deitruftion of the one; It ic prove not deliructive, Fet certainly 
it will prove very dangerous tous; In diſeaſes, it Nature bee not 
able wholly to expell the malignity of the diſeaſe, it afterwards 
breakes outin botches, and one malady oranother ; A fore nct 
cured at bottome, it afterwards teitcrs, and breaksour, and after- 
wards endangers the perfon,as mach as before; It they come not 
in, conlidering the engagements on both fides, - and confidering 
the parties, who wee mult compound with,-I lay, the cure is like 
to bee very imperfe&, their coming in I hope wil! make it per- 
tet; Beſides, what ever the Peaceis, it it bee good without their 
comming in, itis likely wee and our poſteriry ſhall reap the fruir 
of it,' certainly, wee have had great experiences in the times of 


our Anceſtors, that when divitions of this nature have been, as: 


when the Statute of lagna Charta, was firſt obtained, which was 
with allthe care the wit of man could deviſe,there was the Oath 
of the King, andall the Nobility of the Kingdom, yet it was-bro- 
ken within ewelve — after 3 In his Sons-time twelve of the 
Nobility wereappointedto' fee it kept, that wou'd not doe the 
work, afterwards they&ppointed Gentlemen in every Countrey, 
that they ſhould ſee to it, this did not the work, it broke out from 
time to time; But what ſhould weegoe further? Thoſe Lawes 
that have been made again(t Papiſts in our memories, are not the 
Laws fall; that no Papiſt is to bear armes, how fee wee that put 
ig execution, and that twp parts of their eſtates to bee ſeized, when: 
wee ſec nothing at all hath been done that way. For the Petition 
of Right, in eur memory;how was that kept ?' Apgain,our necks 
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made that peace with the King 
of Spain, they called inthis Kingdom and France,to bee witneffes 
to it; wee {ce how thatcalling usin, to bee witneffes, how that 
hath engaged both-partiesto that State at this time,and how wee 
have been alliltant to them and expreſſed our deſires to have them 
thrive; But hoy is it hke to bee, when there (hall not onely bee 
our_ own Kingdom, bura brother Kingdom, an entire Kingdom, 
ane of the ſame Religion, with us, one that loves their Liderties, 
as well as wee,when they (hall bee engaged in point of intereit with 
us, when the {ame Law, the ſame Acts of Parliament that hall 
compoſe the diflerences, when it ic bee broken on our parts, in a- 
ny thing that concerns ue,they cannot conceive but it may be theic 
caſe the nc&t day, becauſe ir all depends upon one Law, one and 
the ſame Title, and thcir intereſt is the iame; So that it there 
were.nothing elſe in-it, but that wee were like to have the berter 
P-ace, and on the better tzrmes, and what ever it bee; it is likely 
to bee kept the better, to us and our poſterity, it nothingelſe were 
ia it,. that were much to ouradyantage (urely, it by ſome conſ1- 
derable {umme of money, wee might have them brought in, and 
have them at the end of this Peace, and interefted in it as well as 
our ſelves ;. So that I have now done with thoſe Benefits, I have 
oftered to you;that wee ſhall have by their aftittanceand comming 
in; I makeno doubt but that molt of theſe things were known to 
you all before,. and thatthis part hath been to very little purpoſe, 
thatT have ſpokengfor when that-both che Houſes of Parliament, 
have ſeen the neceſiity and benchrof ir, when it was propounded 
to the Common Councell, that they likewiſe {aw the necefſity of 
it, Iknow it will bee bootlefle to uſe any further Argnments to 
you,that you may ſee the benefits that will ;edownd by their com- 
ming to us. 

Bat it will bee asked, notwithſtanding wee may receive benefit 
by it, how may wee bee aſſured that they are willing  Trucly,for 
that, by what hath been done, it will bee ſufficiently clear, Both 
Houtes ſent a Committee to them, that-in a little time did pro- 
duce the Covenant there, approved of by their Aﬀerobly of Di- 
vines, and by the Convention of Eſtates, it is come hither,it hath 
been agreed here, it hath been taken here dy the Houle of Com- 
mons already,and by a great many of this City ;' A worthy Lord, 
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. my Lord Fbarton (I may name bim here) at a Common-Coms 


cell,he did declare to my Lord Mzjor and Aldermen, that their 
Houle would in few dayes likewiletake-it; this Covenant ſhews 
theic willingnelſe (inthe firit place) for wee by that are bound to 
the mutuall defence of our Religion, and preſervation of our ci- 
vill Liberties, for by that we are bound to the preferyation of the 
Liberties of Parliaments; and that Delinquents and Malignants 
may be Erought to their jull triall; fo this is already done. 

It was likewiſe declared by the Commiſſttoners of S$c9r/21d, that 
they did not doube, bur by this time they were taking ic in that 
Kingdome ; and their Commiſſioners here they have taken ir al- 
ready; ſo that they have joynedthemſclves to us by oath, for the 
mutuall preſervation of Religtonand Lawes, 

In the ſecond place,they have{hewed their conſent by the Pro- 

politions they have ſentto us, which are the termes upon which 
they are to come in; they havenct ſtaye1herebut they have pro- 
ceeded to aftion; they bave named the Generall of their Army, 
which is my Lord Generall Leſ:y,which was their Generall when 
they came into this Kingdome. 
And likewiſe they have granced Commiſſions into all the Shires 
of S:tland tor therailing of Horle and Foot, andmamed their 
Colonells, Captaines, and other Othcers, and lifted them. There 
is a further progrefſe likewiſe, that is, that we have'raken Berwicke 
already, for thefacilitating ot their comming in, which may bee 
a place of retreat tor them, and a Magazine for their Ammuniti- 
on and Vittualls. Andiince this hath been taken by the Parlta- 
ment, they have ſent ſome Troops of Horſe, and certain Foot for 
the ſecuring, of that Town: andif they had before knowne the 
conſent of the Parliament tor their having the uſe of Berwicke, 
they had put in their Ammunition and Viftuall betore this time 
into Berwicke, which before this-cime ſurely they doe Know; and 
therefore we doubt notybut they have done the ocher. 

Likewiſe turther,when they come in, they intend to goe cn in 
their march, though it be farre intheyeare, and not to 1it downe 


in their quarters. Wee know my Lord of Newesfle did it laft 
yearey we know they are as farre Northern borne, they are born in 


a colgder Glymate, and therefore wee dovbt not of it, and fo 
cre iong, we hope to heare of theraking'of Neweaſtlegwhich what 
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reliefe it will be to this City in the point of Coales, and ogher 
Trade, you may eafily ſee: Moſt of this tothe Common=Conn- 
cell was declared by two Worthy Commitlioners that were ſent 
out of Scotiand,my Lord Mack/and, and Mr. Henderſon, But it 
may be ſaid, if they be fo willing, and ſo ready to come, and have 
all things ready, what is the reaſon wee heare not of their com- 
ming into the Kingdome? T hey have anſwered us by their Pco- 
poſitions, that itis impoſſible for thern to doe it, without ſome 
ſum of Money : and that this is no pretence, but thar it is really 
ſo, we haveit from our owne Committee there, wee have it from 
all hands there: and if we conſider how they have been exhauſted 
heretofore, I'thinke we may ealily believe it ourſelves: and that 
their Army{hat is in Ireland have been 14 moneths without any 
pay atall, theyare faine to ſupply them with neceflities, which 
hath been foure fcore thouſartd pound, ellethat Army mutt have 
ſtarved. Weknow they had two years Warre,we promiſed them 
a brotherly aſfiftance, and there is an a& for it, but it is knowne 
by reaſon of the troables we have here at home, we have not paid 
them that; ſo that conſidering the poverty of that Kingdome 
(without offence I thinkewe may ſay ſo) I ſay, conſidering the 
poverty of that Kingdome, it is certaine, it is nota pretence of 
theirs, but it is really ſo. Neither indeed can we preſume it, when 
as the Covenant and Oath they take, binds them as well as us,that 
they ſhould come to our aſſiſtance; it binds them as much to our 
altiftance, as that Oath binds our ſelves to our owne aſſiſtance, and 
therefore wee cannot preſume, that they would ( being diſ-inga*- 
ged of an Oath, afterward) be willing to take that Oath, unlefſe 
they did likewiſe know their owne neceflity, that they could not 
come in without ſomeſumme of Money; and truly I ſuppoſe that 
they cannot come in without Money, ( as hath been declared 
to you)and that we mult ground upon and build upon,for wee are 
aſſured it on all hands. 

It will be then (aid, what is that ſumme? Why truly the ſumme 
that they have ſent in their Propofiions, is 100000 /). Iconfeſfe 
a great ftimme, and that that I know not how to mention -in this 
Aſſembly, conſidering how this City hath been exhauſted former- 
ly by thoſe great Contributions, —_ by thoſe aides that they have 
is caſe, But on the other fide, though Þ cannot indeed 7. 
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tell how,when I conſider the ſumto prefſe it: yet when I doe con- 
ſider the inevitable danger that follows, and the great advantages 
that we loſe by every dayes delay in it. I ſay, when I conſider 
them, 1 cannot on the other {ide but preſſe it. Let us therefore 
conlider, in cafe this bee not within ſomeconvenient time raiſed, 
whatan infinitediſadvantage comes by it tous, 

Firſt of all, all choſe ww ppt they will bee in a manner 
loſt, if that it be not preſently raiſed, there will be no comming in 
this Winter, if there beno comming in this Winter,no gaining 
of Newcaftle, if no gaining of Newcaſile, no Coales, nor tnaterials 
for Fewell. Nay, that is not all, batit they doe not come in now 
and if wee doe not providethis Money , I (ball deſpaire of their | 
comming iu at all,and that upon this ground, that if wee bee not * 
able now to raiſe the ſunme of Money , the centinuance of this 
Warre, it will more and more every day,and that ſenfible,diſ-en- 
able us todoeitatanothertime, If we cannot doe it now , wee 
ſhall be lefſe able to dee it, a weeke, -a moneth, a quarter of a yeare 
hence; for the Warre you ſee deſtroyes all Trade, (that bath been 
opened to you before) wee {hall grow poorer, our Enemies ſtron- 
ger; if we be not able ro bring them in now, we ſhall never bee able 
co brivg them in at all. 

It will be defired, if it bee poſlible to raiſe this gout ſumme of 
Money, what istheſecuricy (hall be given? for truly it was never 
defired of this city,that ſo-much mony ſhould be given to them,buc 
it is deliced it ſhould be onely lent,for if they come not in in time, 
the bulineſſeis as good as loſt : they have therefore (conſidering 
this) already engaged the Publike Faich of that Kingdome, with 
the Publike fiich of this Kingdome, for the ailing of 200000 /. 
either by borrowing of it here, or in Forain parts, Therefore 
this is the firſt Security that is tendered to you now , that nioney 
isa borrowing in Parts beyond the Sea, that Mony that is ſo bor- 
rowed, ſhall goe on towards the repayment of this, what ever itis 
that ſhall be lent. Bur beſides this Publike Faith, there are di- 
vers wayes vilible how this Publike Faith will beedif-engaged, 
that is, by the Sequeltrations, for there is an Ordigance ot both 
Houſes for 30000 /. tobe raiſed for them out of the Sequeſtrati- 
ons, Now this ſhall not need to diſcourage any that fo li:tle hath 
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 bja caiſcd ont of the Sequeſtrations hitherto, for the Houſes have 
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been preparing the buſineſſes a great while, and now ſicheelmes is 
come, all the Rents are ready, within few weeks tobring ic 1n;that 
is for fo much, ; 

Their comming in, it galnes Newcaſtle, the gaining of Newceſth 
gaines a great malle of Coales that are there ready already , when 
they come in; -and out of that there will bee likewiſe an Annuall 
or a Moneth]v paymentof the Coales, for the diſ-engaging of 
thoſe that ſhall lend this /ſumme, Belides, when they comein, if 
they eleare thoſe Countrys,wee know how tull of Papiſts,& how 
full of Prelates, thoſe Northern Countreys are, as Tok-ſbire , but 
eſpecially the whole Biſboprick of Du7hens, a whole County, Nor- 
thamberland, Cumberland, &c. tull of Papitts, full of thoſe of the 
Prelaticall pacty, full of Malignants, when they come in, thoſe 
parts are cleared, they will be tree for three whole moneths, and 
ren dayes,for the diſ-engaging of this, ( which I forgot to tel 
you beforewhar the Scots are to doe forthis x20000 1.) for they 
are to bring in their Traine of A! tillery, their 2T0co Horſe and 
Foot, they are to continue three moneths andten dayes in your 
Service, afttthey comeinto your Kingdome, a'ter the payment of 
this 10000941, fo that there is fall three moneths and ten daycs 
for theſe Counties to lie open to the repayment of this Mony;tor 
thoſethree monerhs they are to be without pay. 

Thele are the principall things, that wee have yet thought ops 
on for thediſ-ingaging of us, that wee tender to you ; there are 
divers others, which the Committee hath taken into confiderati- 
on, whichthey ſee as much or more certainty in, than in any of 
theſe that hath been propounded ; If it were no more than the 
Publique Faith of both Kiggdoms,as long as the Kingdoms ſub- 
filt, or the Cauſe thrives in the hands of one or. other, this muſt 
bee diſ-ingaged, fo that at beſt it is but a Loan, and muft bee paid 
if the Cavſe ſurvive,truely, if it doe not ſurvive, it being our Re- 
ligion, I know not what reaſon wee have to delire to {urvivele, 
and if weeloſe it, I am ſure wee loſe all. 

Truly Gentlemen, thus, 1 have but one word more tolay; The 
Cauſe it is Gods, if it bee not ſoylet us repent that ever wee med- 
led wich it , Tt is the Cauſe of our Countrey, if it bee notfo, ler 


us now fay, wee repent,and leaveit ; It.is the Cauſeof gheſe 
Kingdones, Eng/aud, Irclaud,and Scotlend,it rhe ole other 
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ſtendom, for if this Cauſe becarryed againſt us, certainly the Pre= 
celtant Cauſe throughout all Ewyype, will fare the worſe for it:this 
is theCauſe,& this weall know to be the Cauſe.Tt hath pleaſed Al- 
mighty God our of his Providence to call even'us poor creatares.to 
be the managers of this great cauſe of his,we have undertaken ir,we 
have formerly by our Proteltations engaged our ſelves to the main- 
taining of it, wee have all of us, both Parliament, City, and all 
well-atie&cd Subjects, ot this Kingdom, wee have put our{hon]!- 
ders to it, wee have of late manifeſted to God and all the world. 
that wee doe not repent of what wee have done, wee have entred 
into a Solemn League and Covenant , I think the folemneſt that 
ver was ſeen in this Kingdom, Gentlemen thus, let our cheerful- 
nefle in this ſervice (hew, that wee have taken that Covenant, and

neſt, and ſo good, that T may truly ſay, as the Martyr did, that 
if I had as many lives, asT have haires on my head, I would bee 
willing to (acrifice all theſe lives in this Cauſe, You know the 
!tory of Creſi, thatthough hee never (ſpake in his life, yet when 
hee ſaw his Father ready to bee killed, it untyed the ſtrings of his 
eangue,- and thetr hee cryet out; that they would not kill his Fa= 
thcr'; Yyou'arenct ignorarit that England and Irelezd lye aoying, 
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and though I never appeared in A place, yet 1 blefſe God that 
hath given mee that health, this day, to ſpeak ſomething in this 
Cauſe, tor the reviving af the dying condition of England, and 
Irelazd; It is ſuch a Cauſe as is able to make a very Infant elo- 
quent, anda dumb man to ſpeak that never ſpake in all his life ;

way, to hinder the effeCting of this work, bur T hope, the love 
you haveto God, and to your Religion,and to the Goſpel, and tg 
yours wives and children,will fwallow down all the'c vtjcRions, 
and conquer them all , Ile name ſome few ctj:Qtions,and give you 
ſome ſhort anſwer. 

Some it may bee, will put you in minde, to call in queſtion the 
lawfalnefle of contributing towards the tringing infot the Scots 
tothis Nation 5 But for this, Ile give you an ealie anlwer, Cer- 
tainly Gentlemen, ir is as hawtull for the Parliament to call in our

Popery, a Peace with ſlavery; if you would have a Jud peace, or 
a Foab his peace, you know the Story, he kiſs d' Amaſz , and then 
killed him ; if yon would have a peace that may bring a maſſacre 
with it, a French peace, if you-would haveluch a peace, it may be 
had ealily; but It you would have a peace that may continue the 
Goſpel among you, and may bring in a Reformation , ſich as 
aſl thegodly in the Kingdome doe delice , I am concluded under 
this, and am confident that ſuch a peace cannot bee had withour 
contribution towards the bringing in of the Scots, and that is the 
reaſon for the promoting of this peace, this blelſed peace. that we 
have appeared here this day : and me thinks(Gentlemen the very 
fight of theſe worthy Divines, me thinkes fo many Divines, © 
many Orators, ſo many ſilent Orators to plead wich you, to bee 
willing to engage your ſelves to the utmoſt to help forward the - 
Nation of Sceti/and to come to our help.

And certainly, 
if this werethe way of God in the Old Teſtament, certainly much 
more in ſuch a Cauſe asthis , in which Cauſe Religion is fo in- 
ewin'd, and indeed fo interlac'd, that Religion and this Cauſe, 
they are like Hippocrates histwins,they mult Hive and die together, 
And (Gentlemen) if Religion were not concerned in this Cauſe, 
and mightily concerned;and it Religion did not live and diewith 
it, we had not appeared this day; And hope this will be a ſuffici- 
ent anſwer unto this ObjeCtion. 

But thereis another Obje&ion which I will anſwer , and then 
briefly give leaveto my other Reverend Brethren, thatlikewtle are 
prepared to ſpeake here, The great ObjeCtion of all is this,that 
the City is already exhauſted, and ſo much Money hath been lent 
already, that thereis no hope of lending any more, this is'the 
grand Objetion, Burt truly (Gentlemen) for my part, this ts ne 
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of. the chiefe ArgumentsI have to perſwade you to lend a little 
more,becaule you havelent ſo much : give meleave to put you in 
minde of that Story, in the 2 Kings 13. the Story of King Foaſb, 
that cameto viſit the Prophet Eliſbs, when he was ready to breath

the fame of Enpland, and the Repairers of Englan/, andthe Orna- 
ments of Exgland, you have lent much, but let meetell you, you 
mult (mite the ground 5 or 6 times, it ever you look to canſume 
the Aſrians, if ever you look to bring this Warre to a happy 
Peace, that your poſterities may rejoyce in this Peace, you muit 
{hoot one arrow more, and then through Gods bleſſing,you may 
utcerly conſume theſe Enemies, that you and your polterity may 
. rejoyce ima happy peace ; It isa famous ſtory of Fohannes © cemo= 
£inarivty that when hee had giveneven almoſt all hee had to the 
poore, his friends were exceeding angry with hims and told him 
hee had undone himſelf, what was his anſwer? O (faith hee) I 
have not yet {hed my blood for Jeſus Chrift ; Jeſus Chriit hee em 
ptied himſelf of his Divinity, tu make us rich, hee became poore, 
and (hed his blood for you z You havenot yet made your elves 
ſo poore as Jeſus Chritt was, that had no houle to lodge in, and he 
did all this for your fakes; You have not yet fhed your blood 
for the Cauſe of Chriſt; Weeread chat Moſes was willing to bee 
blotted out of the book of lite, for the Cauſe of God , - and wee 
read of Pax!, that hee was willing to bee accurſed, for the people 
of Tfraels fake; And will you not bee willing co venture your 
earthly proviſions tar ſo good'a Caule as this is, which (Ifay) 
England was never engaged in thelike. 

Religion hath produced all the wealth you have,all your wealth 
is but the childe of Religion, wee havea ſaying, Religio peperit di- 
vitiae, & divitie devorauunt matrem, . Religion hath begot wealth, 
and the Daughter hath devoured the Mother, & fo/ia devoravit 
Macrea 1 
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trem ; but give mee leave, and 1 hope (throngh Gods bleſſing 3 
you Will invert this ſaying, Religion hath got you all the wealth 
J you have, you Gentlemen, and I hope the Daughter now will Pre- 
ferve the Mother ; I hope Riches will preſerve Religion, and not 
deſtroy Religion. A famousexample of Polanws Nolinws,that when 
hee hadgiven all that hee had away, and being asked, why hee 
would give ſo much to the poor, hee gave this anfiver, Ve /evime 
aſcenderem ſcalam Facebi, that I might the eaſier get up Jocchs lad- 
der ; And let mee afſure you, in the word of a Miniflez the con 
tributing to this Cauſe for Gods ſake, and for the glory of God, 
and forthe peace of the Goſpel, (I ſay) will bee a means to make 
yeuthe ſooner aſcend up Faccbs Ladder; not for the giving of the 
money, but for the evidence oft your Faith, through the merits 
oftheLord Jefus Chriſt, by your giving of the money z And cer= 
E cainly that mat1 will never get up fecobs Ladder, that hath the ruft 
© of his money to bear witnefle againlt him, at the day of Judges 
7 ment, eſpecially at ſuch a time as thie, Give mee leave to pur you 
* in minde of one other ſtory, and that is of one Bernardinus Ocanus, 
Z that was ſo liberallto the poore,thatevery penny that hee gave to 
Z the poore, hee would call ita holy penny,and a happy penny,and 
© hce would blefſe God, that hee had that penuy to give ; indeed 
® hee was a Papilt, and his ordinary ſpeech was, O happy penny, 
3 that hath purchaſed immortality to mee; indeed this ſpeech was 
Z notgood, forit isnot our money that doth purchaſe heaven, that 
@ is an cvidence of the truth of our Faith, that Jayes hold upon 
© Chriſt for ſalvation ; Bur let mee tell you, if ever ( Gentlemen ) 
Z youmight uſe this ſpeech, O happy penny ; you may uſe it now, 
* Happy money that will purchaſe my Goſpel, happy money that 
2 will purchaſe Religion, and purchaſe a Reformation, to my po« 
© fterity, O bappy money,and bleſſed beeGed that I have it to lend! 
{ AndIcount it the greateſt opportunity that. ever God did offer to 
the godly of this Kingdom, to give them ſornve money to lend to 
this Cauſe; And I remember in this Ordinance of Parliament, ycu 
call it Advance money; Itis called an Ordinance to advance mo- 
ney towards the maintaining of the Parliaments forces, and tru- 
ly it isthe bigheft adyance of money, to make money an inftry- 
ment to adyance my Religion; the Lord give you hearts to belerve

Rovidence hath caft this Aſſembly, met for ſuch a weighty 
; occaſion (as indeed it is the weightieft, that hath" concerned 
Engl.mdin ourage) to bee late, and ſo perhaps weariſome to ma- 
ny of you,but you may well bee content to ſtay a while,altaough 
you thould bee deprived of a great part of - your ſleep this night, 
it this Evenings bulineſſe may have the hoped {uccefle of itzit may 
make-you-leep quietly and ſecurely many nights after. Things 
of preſent and abſolute neceſſicy, call for action, not deliberati- 
on; this work that you have been called unto, is ſuch, as you 
mult leave objeRing againſtit, and rather fall a bleſſing God,that 
you may bee uſed in it , Inthe 1 of Chronicles 22, 14, When Da- 
vid and the people had come and offered of their eſtates freely, 
and bountifully ; David hee humbles himlelt then, Who am I? 
and who are wee? Ic were happyit you come all wich tuch an 
humble frame of ſpirit, to admire that God preſerves your lives, 
and calls yonat this time to ſuch a work, ſo concerning his glo« 
ry, and the good of three Kingdoms,yea of tte Chriliian worlds 
If ever you that have eftate* had caule to rejoy ce in them, then now 
when God preſents ſuch a large opportunity for his ſervice as hee 
doth ; and wherein con'i''s mans -happinefle , but in belng ſer» 
viceable in his genccatiun? In theſe nc to bee ated by that 
poore, low principle, 9 bene ine vixis 3. that is,let us keep 
: 3 = Os. 
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our ſelves (afe, and quiet, keep our eſtates, take heed of appear« 
ing too farre, wee know not which Ide may prevaile,; this is an 
argument of avileand a fordfd fpirit; tet fuch a mans name bee 
writen in theearth; Unworthy is ſucha man to live in ſuch a Ges 
neration as this,in which God is doing ſuch great things,as might 
enliven the deadelt heart, quicken the dulleſt fpirir, raiſe the h:a- 
vielt, and inlarge the ſtraitelt ſpirit living npontheearth ; In for=- 
mer times indeed there was leffe charge called for, there was lefle 
crouble, but there was lefſe ſervice too, and what doe you think 
to bee the meaſure of a mans happinelfe, either little trouble, or 
much ſervice? A gratious heart thinks it as great a mercy to lay 
our for God, as to receive from God; God in theſe our dayes is 
riſen on high in bis adminiltrations, and our hearts ſhould ric 
together with him ; Pſa/m 105. 4,5. I hy mercy O Lord is above 
the heavens, and thy truth reacheth unto the clouds ; what fol» 
lowes ? bee thon then exalted, O Lord, above the Heavens, and 
let thy glory bee above all theearth ; This day Gods name,Gods 
great works they are above the heavens, they are very high, wee 
behold them, let our hearts riſe in a ſuitable way, as God riſes 
in his workings, and all ſay, and doe as wee ſay, that God may 
bee exalted now above the heavens indeed. 

"God can doe his work without you,and doe It certainly hee will, 
howſoevyer, but ſeeing heeis now layinga foundation of the mit 
glorions building, that it is like ever hath been inthis world,if hee 
{hall bee pleaſed to call you to bee helpfull in ir, jt will bee Gods 
mercy, and yourglory; Were it that this one principle were rai- 
fed in the hearts of people, that rode publique ſervice, it is not 
onely a duty, but a dignity, how ready, how abundant then 
would men bee inſthe Work of the Lord? There hath lately been 
themoſt bleſſed union of two Nations, as ever was in the world, 
lifting up their handsto the high God, ſwearing that they will 
amend their wayes, and (cek ro reform themſelves according un» 
rothe'Word, let us now reach forth our bands and bearts, unto 
our brethren in Scotland, Tet us come up fully unto this our en- 
gagement, and rejoyce in it, for certainly that Nation is a Nati- 
on that God doth love, a Nation that God doth hononr, and 
by thofe many expreſſions of his love, ſhewed that hee doth in- 
thd ro make them {peciall inſtruments of the great things he hath 


to 
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to.doe in this latter age of the world; It is a Nation that is ani» 
ted the moſt firmely of any people under heaven, Wee may tru» 
ly call it a Philadelphia, and Brightman ( that famous lightin for- 
mer times, 30 or 40 yeers lance) did parallell che Church of Phi- 
lidelphia wich the Charch'of Scot/and; Philadelphia lignifies bro= 
—_ lov-z When was there ever a Nation, fucha Church, that 
joyned together in (uch firm Covenants as they have done? had 
wee had the like union amongſt us, O what great things bad wee 
done long before this time ? 

A Nation it isthat hath engaged it lelf to God in a higher way, 
in a more extraordinary way, than any Nation'this day upon the 
face of-the earth bath done; inthe moit tolemn way Covenan- 
ting with the eternall God, powring forth their prayers,and their 
tcacs for joy, together with their Covenantingz A Nation that 
hath reformed their lives for ſo ſmall a time more than ever any 
peop'e that wee now of in the world have done,and a people that 
bave riſen up againſt Andchriſt more in another way, thanever 
people have done, and that is the great Warkot God in theſe 
times, and there fore God certainly hath a love unto them,becauſe 
they breake the ice, and begin the work, and ariſe in ſuch 2 way 
as they doe forthe pulling down of that man of tin; A Nation 
that God hath honoured by giving as glorious fuccelle unto, as 
ever hedid untoany ; whoſe low and meane beginnings hee hath 
railed to as great a height, a$ ever low beginnings in any Coun» 
trey were: How hath God dilſlipated and Flaited the Counſclis of 
their adverſ{aries!how hath he difcovered all their Treacheriestal+ 
tough they be in themſclves (comparatively at Jealt )a poor peo+ 
ple, and of little ſtrength, (as the Church of Philade/phis was') 
yet they have kept the word of Gods patience, and Gad-hath kept 
ther in the houre of temptation; (od therefore is with them : 
(How happy ({hould we bee, if we may have themin a neare-union 
with us?) And a people that have Carryed themlelves with as great 
honour and faithfulnelſe , with as great wiſdome and orderin 
the molt 1ifficult worke that ever a people did undertake, in thoſe 
by ard intricate paths that were before untrodden,' - Jour ainly 
thatrkey undertooke at the beginnipgof theiv worke,' bus a few 
years fince,it could not but be looked upon with the eye of reaſon; 
as the moſtunlikely worke eyer to have proceeded: as: any y__ 
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hath everdone, and yet how hath che Lord been with them , atid 
with what wiſdome and graciouſnefſe have they carryed it? Was 
theteeverſuch an example ſince the world began, of a people com- 
ming out of a poorer Countrey, into a fat and richer Countrey, 
and having thoſe opportunities that they had to carich themſelves 
to goe away lo as they did? (their greateſt enemies they now ad- 
mire at them.)A people they are that began to riſe for their Liber- 
ties, when the generality of this people here, were ready baſely to 
bow down their backr,and put their necks under the yoke:and had 
it not been that they had been willing to have endured tke brunt, 
we had all been {laves (it is lixe) at this _ > A people thatare 
exceeding ſentible of our condition, witnefle that when our Let- 
ters from the Reverend Aſſembly came unto them , they reccived 
them with teares, and much melcings of ſpirit, in their General] 
Kicke Aſſembly; witneffe their readinefſe and willingnefſe to come 
now, though in winterſeaſon, in times that wee dare not'ven- 
ture our ſelves abroad 3 witnelſe the temptations that the 


have had unto the contrary, and yet carryed through all.- 


They now deſire 100000/1. what is this to yco0500 /. in pay? 
what is this to ve Counties? what is this to the plunder of a 
whole City ?: what reaſonable termes doe they proffer to come a- 
mong you? doe but give them 100000 7. advance, and they engage 
thenuiſelves for three moneths and ten dayes,and in the winter time 
to be in the Kingdome, not to haye a foot of Land granted unto 
them, or aſſared them, but willing to depart againe without any 
more,when they have done their worke; this certainly cannot 
bur ſatisfie any ſpirit that is never ſo malignant, at leaſt it may ſto 
his mouth.

all this, God hath not ſuffered them to this day, to ſhoot one @r= 
row into your City. , But.then there is another thing;as the Lord 
hath not to, this day ſuffered them to, come ina publike hoſtile 
way, ſo he hath from time to time diſcovered all the Treacherjes, 
Plots, and deſignes againit yous W hen the enemy could not de» 
ſtroy you above board, but thought to undermine your Lives. and 
States, and all (I need not ſay much'to revive yourmemorices;)'6f 
hatedayes, did God unknowne to-yout, deliver you from deſtru&i- 
on, and ſhould you now be backward to doe "= this God, that 
hath preſerved all that you have, and all that you are? Nay,con- 


fider onething moreghe hach in all the publike fervices, wherein 


tmndeed, if any people in the: Land deferve our acknowledgements 
and honour, this City hath got it frotu the whole Land. But this 
1s that Iwas ſaying, God hath in all the publike Services and Bat- 
tails which have of late beea fought in the land, God hath hanged 
the ſhicld of falvation upon your ſhoulders, he hath. been pleaſed 
to caft all theglory , notanely of preſervation , burof'the preat 

xcceſſe; and honour, and vitory,od bath;cait ic upon the; peo- 
ple of Lozden. And; will you, that God hath defended all this 
while, will you that God hath preſerved from ſecret treachery ; 
will you,that God hath given hearts all this while ro tand for God 
aboveal! the'people of the earth :- will you that God: hath done 
fo mich for in the times gt hattaile, more then for all the reſt, 
wil'ybu fail now todo tor Gad 7God forbid,I beſecch you rather 
that your hearts may bedqubledand trebled for tharGod rhat is: 


ſo goodto. you, And not totrquble yaw-long, becauſe the rruth'

Our condition (worthy Sirs, our condition ) of Exglend,mee 
thinks it is ſalike thecondition of that poore man; that went 
berween. Fericho and Feruſalem,there the Prieſt hee paſſes by. onthe 
one fide, never 10 much as-lookes upon him; - Our Prieſts and 
Popiſh party, and another ſordid party that cleavesro them;they 
doe not ſo much as conſider the lamentable lofſe of this poore 
Kingdom of Evgland , the Levite he came, and looked on indeed, 
but hee paſſes by : I pray God icbee not laid tothe charge of ſome 
Churches abroad, to whom wee have been. helpfull; rhac they 
can have earcs, to heare of our diftrefſes, and wounds, but have 
not hands at all to help us, whether they have tongues to pity 
us, wee know not; Onely there is#he Samaritan (Sirs, theSas+ 
maritan) that ſaw this wounded manyand that had compaſſion, 
and that went to him, and that bound up kis wounds, and that 

owred in Oyleand Wine; Truly (Sirs)theSamaritans that wee 
Ende on earth, {for our great Phylitian in Heaven, wee blefſe him 
{till for looking upon us; but the Samaritans, the onely Sama- 
ritans that wee have onearth)- they are our brethren in Scotland ; 
O the tears that they have ſhed for poore Eng/and | O the Prayers 
that they have in-folemn manner, from time to time, (ent up to 
Heaven fe poor Erglaxd! O the Petitions that they unknown for 
a long time to us, did dire& unto his Majeſty, it it had beenpoſ- 
lible co take up all differences ! and now yet again, as if their in- 
ward compaliions, as if their, aYipe fo caven, as if their peti-- 
tionings to man were nochife bo chliblefo aftetionate are they, 
co live with us, to dye with us, that they are ready to come in, to 
adventure their dearelt lives, to fave our lives, Why ( Friends, 
why) what will move your hearts, it this doth not move your 
hearts? I doe profeſſe itis the greateſt equity under heaven,to lead 
our eſtates, ſome of our moneys to them, that are not unwilling 
to venture their lives for us. 

I know many Obje&ions might bee made; Y ou have done much 
already, and the ſumme is great , Ifay no more, There is nothing 
greaf, to a mindethat is great,and the Cauſe is great, and though 
the fumme of mogey bee great, yet their love is greater, then all 
you,can lay outto anſwer their love; And ſay not (grumbling) 
wee have done often and often; I ſay to you, as Chriſt faid to 
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him that aaked bim,How oftcnnutt Forgive my brother 3 Why 
ortlmesp Gmet ;: So) wilt I. fay. for this pabliqueCaoſe,youtthul 
xrhogg and you mutidor, and yer you rnuſt dbe, and yer you mutt 
doe, as longas there is {penny i chy purſe, as long as there js 
ſtrength in thy hand, as longas there is breath in thy body, you 
muſt bee all Servants to Chriit, and Servanrs to the Churches of 
Jeſus Chrilt. | 

And ſo I beſeech the God of Heaven, that what hath beeri deli. 
vered-unto you this day, (and much hath been fpoken,F think at 
much as poſſibly can untomen) that it may beeeffeftuall;to move 
your hearts, that what is done, may bee ſpeedily done, and fully 
done, leſt wee bee torever undone; Nay, that wee may bee pre 
ſerved, and not only wee, batall the Churches of God preſerved: 


And the Lord of Heaven maly impreſjion uper your hearts, 
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
